His Untimely End Regarded as a Na- 
tional Calamity. 


President Harrison’sa Message to the 


Deceased’s Family. 


Words of Sorrow and Eulogy Uttered 
by Those Who Knew the Dead 
Jurist—Funeral Arrange- 
ments. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 22.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Justice Stanley Matthews 
died at 10 o’clock this morning. The last 
change in his condition occurred yesterday 
afternoon at 3 o’clock. In the morning he 
had been feeling comfortable and cheerful. 

Atthat hour, however, the intense pain 
which marked the periods of his decline ro- 
curred and never left him until death 
brought relief. Dr. William W. Johnston 
was summoned, and, finding the patient 
suffering so intensely, administered opiates 
which, toward morning, induced a state of 
semi-consciousness, in which he remained 
until the end. Occasionally he would par- 
tially revive and recognize those near him 
—= dy a glanee or pressure of the hand, but a 
relapse soon followed- For a number of 
hours previous to death he was practically 
unconscious. In his lest hours the dying 
5 oy wll was surrounded by the members of 

8 family.

ANNOUNCED IN THE SUPREME COURT. 

Shortly after 10 o’clock this morning in- 
telligence of the death of Associate Justice 
Matthews reached the Supreme Court room.

POOR MR. HUNTINGTON! 


Mr. Huntington’s visit among us 
Wus distressingly brief, but it was 
long enough for him to read us a les- 
son on the rights and duties of Legis- 
latures for which we should be grate- 
ful. He has, fortunately, left us 
something to ponder and ruminate 
upon in his absence. 

“Legislative interference,” he tells 
us, is the cause of railroad stagna- 
tion and the depression of bonds and 
stocks,“ he adds, by way of proof 
of his prophsition, that Gov. Stanford, 
Mr. Crocker and himself “carried 
Southern Pacific Railroad bonds 
amounting to $40,000,000 for five years 
before they ever sold a dollar’s 
worth.“ It is to be regretted that he 
did not specify the five particular 
years of railroad stagnation he al- 
luded to, and also what legislative in- 
terference he was pointing at, for our 
memory is a little defective. on both 
these points; but we do remember 
distinctly there was, once upon atime, 
legislative interference in the form of 
acts of Congress, which enabled Mr 
Huntington and his associates to 
carry on railroad operations at an ex- 
pense of millions of dollars each year, 
right along, without disposing of one 
dollar’s worth of their $40,000,000 in 
bonds. Surely Mr. Huntington does 
not complain of that kind of legisla- 
tive interference, but he seems to have 
forgotten all about it. Neither does 
he remember that he and his associ- 
ates were all comparatively poor men 


cific Railroad. Itis doubtful if they 
could have built a mile of road apiece 
before the National Legislaturezeame 
to their assistance with lands and 
money. 

Mr. Huntington now denies the 
right of the public (which really fur- 
nished all the means) to have anything 
to say about these railroads. “If the 
State has a right to fix. rates, it has a 
right to confiscate property,“ says this 
Solon—a most absurd proposition. 
But Mr. Huntington’s railroad com- 
pany, greater than,the State, has, for 


erty times without number. 

Mr. Huntington affects to believe 
that for the public authorities to regu- 
late freights and fares’ is an unwar- 
rantable interference with his com- 
pany. But that is just what the public 
authorities always do in the case of.a 
ferry, or toll-bridge, or toll-road, and 
that, too, when the same is estab- 
lished with private funds only. It 
would seem to be much more proper 
that the Government should have a 
voice in fixing the charges upon a rail- 
road constructed entirely with Gov- 
ernment aid. But Mr. Huntington 
does not think so, and if he werea 
man easily moved to tears we might 
imagine him weeping over the misfor- 
tune of not being able to sell, at his 
own price, for five long years, this 
$40,000,000 of. railroad bonds, on ac- 
count of such legislative interference. 
How distressing it must have been! 


THE WORSHIP OF SUCC ESS. 


The communication of Blanton Dun- 
can, in Thursday’s Times, entitled 
“A Plutocracy,“ has aroused much 
comment. I% is, indeed,a startling 
presentation of a state of affairs which 
has long been evident to the thinking 
men of the Nation, but to which the 
bulk of the people still, ostrich-like, 
close their eyes, and say it does not 
exist, because they refuse to see it. 

Our correspondent has shown that 
the railroad corporations of the Union 
employ and control 800,000 men, and 
that one association only of these 
embraces not less than 82,000, 000, 
000 of capital. What object has such 
a power in view? The upholding of 
the right? No! Simply the increase 
of its already enormous wealth! To 
attain this end, it is willing to defy 
the laws of the country, and a large 
majority of its employés, who receive 
from it their bread and butter—while 
tothe United States, they only -pay 
taxes—are ready to enforce its wishes, 
as against the laws of their country. 

Is this not a ‘public danger, 
threatening an evil as great 
or greater than those under 
which despot-ridden countries 
groan? Surely it is in the eyes of all 
who are not wilfully blind. 

The proximate remedy for this state 
of affairs would seem to be in the fre- 
quently-advocated assumption by the 
Government of the ownership of the 
railroads. Tis true that this would 
entail a vast increase in the patronage 
of the President, but such patronage 
might be made subject to civil-service 
rules and divided among the States, 
while the evils of increased patronage 
by the Government of the country 
would certainly be far less than the 
danger of enormous power, concen-

No Incompetent Persons Can Serve 
the Navy Department. 

WASHINGTON, March 22,—[by the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Secretary Tracy has defined 
his intentions in the matter of retaining or 
reinstating navy yard emplovés in a letter 
addressed to anemployé in the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks, as follows: 

“I have your letter of the 19th inst., con-

But, nevertheless, it is necessary 
to the proper transaction of the business of 
the Navy Department that persons holding 
positions thereunder shall be able to dis- 
charge their duties in a manner satisfac- 
tory to their superior officers. hile the 
fact of a person having a good record as a 
soldier will be considered among the best of 
recommendations for retention in, or rec- 
ommendation to, a position under the Navy 
Department, ability to perform satisfacto- 
rily the duties of the position which he 
ds or to which he aspires must be a con- 
dition precedent to the fayorable consider- 
ation of an application for retention or ap- 
pointment.” 


A RAILWAY RULING. 


The Interstate Commission Lays 
Down the Law. 
WASHINGTON, March 22.—[By the As- 
soclated Press.] The Interstate Commerce 
Commission, by Commissioner Morrison, 
rendered its decision today in the case of 
the Nortbwestern Iowa Grain and Stock 
Shippers’ Association va. the Chicago and 
Northwestern Railroad Company. It states 
that a railroad company making different 
rates for the same distances on different 
branches of its road thust justify them by 
showing that there is a difference in the 
cost of carrying onthe different branches. 
A company by * maintaining rates 
without the presence of Competition on 
other than equal terms makes or gives evi- 
dence that such rate is not too low. The 
company which has two routes between 
points cannot lawfully charge more for the 
shorter than for the longer distance. A 
road can carry freight from points on its 
main line chea than another road cao 
ver a branch road with separate 
nt to and over its main line, and

main line stations, the rate on that branch 
establishes no criterion for branches not so 
situated.

MINORS IN THE ARMY. 


Their Contract of Enlistment Not 
Absolutely Void. 

WASHINGTON, March 22.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]

pectors. They have been expecting 
the proclamation each day and when night 
comes mutterings and disappointment and 
lamentations are heard on every hand. 
the favorable reports today they hardly 
know what to say, as they so often have 
been disappointed, 

Col, Crocker, who has labored to bold 
back the invaders, stated that should the 
President hesitate much longer there 
would be bloodshed: There are 30,000 
white people in the Chickasaw Nation 
alone, waiting to take up claims in the 
Territory, and disappointment has followed 
disappointment until they are becomin 
Gesperate. The boomers are greatly agi- 
tated over the efforts to prevent them now 
going in. The proprietors, who have re- 
centiy arrived, are taking the names of 
those who have violated the provisions of 
the bill by entering upon lands, and intend 
to appear against them to detegt tneir filing. 

An old mah, who had watchéd a piece of 
land six years, today stated that a band of 
almost 10,000 ola boomers had been formed, 
and an effort to disnossess any of them 
would be death to the informant.
